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The  Annual  Meeting

The  Women’s  National  Indian  Association, 
December  jth  and  8th,  i8q2. 

The  body  of  elected  delegates,  with  the  other  accredited  representatives 
of  the  Women’s  National  Indian  Association,  met  for  their  Annual  Con- 
vention in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  December  7th  and  8th,  1892.  According 
to  the  custom  of  the  Association,  the  social  reception  occurred  the  eve- 
ning previous  to  the  annual  meeting,  the  delegates  on  this  occasion  being 
delightfully  entertained  by  the  Eastern  Vice  President,  Mrs.  Jerome  S. 
Plummer,  in  her  beautiful  home  at  1276  Pacific  Street,  where  the  evening 
was  passed  in  a glad  reunion  of  the  veteran  workers,  the  welcoming  of 
new  representatives,  and  an  interchange  of  the  year’s  retrospections,  and 
of  views  on  current  work  and  governmental  changes. 

The  Convention  assembled  at  half  past  ten  on  Wednesday  morning,  De" 
cember  7th,  in  the  Clinton  Avenue  Congregational  Church,  at  Clinton  and 
Lafayette  Aves.,  the  President,  Mrs.  A.  S.  Quinton,  in  the  chair. 

The  devotional  services  were  conducted  b}'  Miss  Elizabeth  W.  Green- 
wood, of  Brooklyn,  who  in  an  impressive  address  spoke  of  personal  spiritual 
rest  as  the  necessary  basis  of  true  and  effective  Christian  ministering,  and 
the  lesson,  gemmed  with  beautiful  illustrations,  was  replete  with  comfort- 
iug  and  inspiring  thought. 

The  devotions  were  followed  by  the  sacred  solo,  “Jesus,  Lover  of  my 
Soul,”  rendered  by  the  fine  soprano  of  Miss  McPherson,  after  which  came 

TPIE  ADDRESS  OF  WELCOME, 

BY  MRS.  J.  s.  PLUMMER, 

Who  said:  “ I have  not  come  with  flowers  of  speech,  but  to  express  to  you 
in  sincerity  the  joy  it  is  to  have  you  as  our  guests,  and  to  give  you  Brook- 
lyn’s hearty  greetings  and  welcomings.  So  often  known  as  ‘the  city  of 
churches  ’ it  is  to  us  the  city  of  homes,  and,  with  the  constant  work  in 
these,  perhaps  their  influence  is  as  great  a power  as  that  of  the  churches. 
Brooklyn  is  also  a city  of  charities,  and  as  such  delights  to  welcome  all 
who  labor  for  the  welfare  of  any  race,  and  to  congratulate  you  as  being  the 
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Association  which  was  the  vanguard  in  bringing  in  the  new  Indian  policy,- 
for,  as  Senator  Dawes  testified  in  a public  speech,  ‘ the  new  polic}'  w’as  born 
of  and  nursed  by  the  w'onien  of  this  Association.’  We  congratulate  you 
that  with  woman’s  keen  insight  you  grasped  and  enunciated  the  id(?as 
needed  governmentally  for  success  in  the  elevation  of  our  native  race;  that 
you  have  wdth  unfaltering  courage  steadih'  labored  to  bring  to  the  red  man 
justice  and  equalit}’  before  the  law,  and  that  you  have  seen  the  adoption  of 
the  policy  you  have  advocated,  and  its  first  beneficent  results.  For  all  this 
Brookl}’!!  feels  it  an  honor  to  have  you  here  as  her  guests,  and  may  God 
speed  the  day  when  the  jjolitical,  educational,  industrial  and  religious  help 
due  to  the  red  man  shall  be  fully  rendered,  and  he  be  enabled  to  stand  a 
freeman  on  his  native  soil  and  amply  fitted  for  his  position  as  a citizen  of 
these  Fuited  States.” 

Mrs.  A G.  Wilkinson,  of  Washington,  wdio  had  been  announced  to  re- 
spond to. this  welcome,  being  unable  to  attend  the  Convention,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Maine  auxilliary,  Mrs.  M.  E.  Frye,  beiug  called  upon  by  the 
Chair,  returned  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  in  a glowdng,  spontaneous 
speech  filled  with  earnest  jnirpose  for  future  work,  with  grateful  recogni- 
tion of  divine  help  in  the  past,  and  trust  for  the  days  to  come. 

On  motion,  carried,  the  Chair  announced  as  the  Committee  on  Enrol- 
ment, Miss  Marie  E.  Ives,  of  Connecticut,  and  Miss  Emma  Lore,  of  Dela- 
ware; anil  as  the  Commiltee  on  Resolutions,  Mrs.  S.  T.  Kinney,  of  Connec- 
ticut, Mrs.  George  Dana  Boardman,  of  Pennsylvania,  Mrs.  William 
Goodwin,  of  Massachusetts,  Mrs.  Pldward  Elliott,  of  New  York  City,  Mrs.

THE  ADDREvSS  OF  THE  PRESIDENT, 

Which  followed,  referred  to  the  jtrogress  of  Indian  elevation  during  the 
year;  to  the  extension  of  civil  service  reform  by  the  present  Administration 
and  now  operative  in  the  appointment  of  seven  hundred  persons  in  the 
Indian  service;  to  the  fact  that  200,000  of  the  250,000  Indians  of  the  country 
are  self-supporting  by  civilized  avocations;  to  the  fact  that  the  duty  of 
freeing  Indians  from  their  disabilities  is  everywhere  acknowledged,  and, 
best  of  all,  that  Indians  themselves  are  now  demanding  and  worthily  using 
their  rights.  It  touched  upon  the  centuries-old  and  divine  call  to  women, 
often  to  lead  and  always  to  share  in  moral  movements;  defined  the  prac- 
tical work  remaining  to  be  done  for  Indian  elevation,  and  answ'ered  the  false 
but  frequent  statement  that  Indian  w’ork  is  finished.  It  recalled  the  fact  that 
onl^-  Government  can  give,  and  allot,  lands  for  Indian  homes;  that  govern- 
ment onlv  can  give  to  Indians  common  school  education;  that  government 
must  provide  for  them  the  protection  of  common  law,  and  that  the  churches 
must  maiutaiu  the  permanent  missions  among  them.  It  defined  the  pres- 
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ent  duty  of  the  Association  as  that  of  constautl}'  aiding  in  public  and  earnest 
appeals  to  Congress  for  funds  which  will  not  otherwise  be  granted  for  all 
these  lines  of  unfinished  work;  the  duty  ot  appeal  against  the  frauds  and 
injustice  still  seen  or  proposed  by  legislators  in  government  Indian  work; 
of  appeal  for  the  speedy  application  of  at  least  the  spirit  of  civil  service 
reform  to  the  appointment  of  Indian  agents  and  the  Commissioner  of  In- 
dian Affairs,  and  to  the  duty  of  wide  appeal  for,  and  the  use  of  growing 
funds  for,  missionary,  home  building,  hospital  and  other  help  which  can- 
not possibly  at  present  be  provided  in  any  other  way,  and  which  are  indis- 
pensable for  the  deliverance  and  redemption  of  the  present  generation  of 
Indians.  The  address  alluded  to  the  days  of  the  first  heroic  and  devoted 
work  of  the  Association,  and,  by  the  memory  of  these,  b}-  the  great  needs 
still  to  serve,  and  by  loyalty  to  our  Divine  Deader,  incited  to  unfaltering 
purpose  and  unflagging  devotion  in  the  work  of  the  Association. 

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  TREAvSURER, 

MI.SS  .A.NNA  BENNETT, 

Was,  in  her  absence,  read  by  IMiss  Chester,  and  gave  an  expert  statement  of 
the  funds  gathered  and  disbursed  through  the  year,  and  its  analysis,  made 
with  great  clearness,  showed  the  sums  expended  in  all  the  departments. 
Not  all  the  funds  used  by  the  Association  had  passed  through  the  Treas- 
urer’s hands,  mau}’  of  the  Branches  using  a considerable  portion  of  their 
collections  locally,  or  without  reporting  them  to  her,  though  growing  care 
is  now  shown  in  this  regard.  The  whole  sum  used  during  the  year,  from 
the  best  data  in  hand,  is  about  $28,000.  [See  the  report  of  moneys  on  the 
last  pages  of  this  pamphlet]. 

The  animated  and  suggestive  discussion  on  this  report  was  shared  by 
many  and  was  an  encouraging  demonstrative  of  the  interest  actively  incar- 
nated ill  the  work  of  the  year.  Miss  A.  E.  Cleveland,  secretary  of  the 
Poughkeepsie  Branch,  reported  a Young  Peoples’  sale  of  fancy  work  made 
and  collected  by  them;  Mrs.  William  Collins,  president  of  the  Harlem 
Branch,  spoke  of  the  collections  asked  for  and  received  from  the  Reformed 
Churches  of  that  vicinity;  Mrs.  Goodwin  referred  to  the  fair  of  the  Cambridge 
Branch,  of  which  she  is  president,  and  “at  which  $1,000  had  been  raised 
with  very  little  trouble,”  and  Mrs.  Elliott  reported  dra%ving-room  meetings 
in  New  York  City,  a dramatic  entertainment  and  other  popular  work  done 
by  the  Young  Peoples’  League  of  the  Yonkers  Branch.  On  motion  of  Mrs. 
Plummer,  the  report  was  adopted  and  ordered  printed. 

The  next  paper  presented,  and  read,  at  the  request  of  the  writer,  by  Mrs. 
Anna  Sargent  Hunt,  of  Maine,  and  which  gave  cheering  proofs  of  a gain 
in  organization  work,  and  of  advance  in  the  various  departments,  was. 
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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY, 

MISS  HELEN  R.  EOOTE. 

It  said  : — “ The  report  of  the  work  of  the  Women’s  National  Indian  Associ- 
ation for  the  year  ending  November,  1892,  differs  from  that  of  most  other 
years,  more  of  the  year  having  been  devoted  to  gaining  needed  Indian  leg- 
islation. The  working  forces  of  the  Association  were  deeply  interested  in 
and  wideh-  aided  in  the  prevention  of  the  removal  of  the  Utes  from 
southern  Colorado,  and  for  the  increase  of  educational  appropriations, 
but  this  will  be  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Eegislative  Work. 

More  and  more  the  vital  work  of  onr  society  is  being  done  regularly 
through  our  several  departments,  whose  interests  have  all  prospered.  This 
better  systematizing  is  an  economy  of  labor,  and  the  time  has  come  when 
communications  regarding  the  w’ork  of  any  department  are  addressed  to  the 
chairman  of  that  department.  We  have  very  competent  leaders  for  these 
divisions,  as  will  be  seen  in  their  reports,  and  application  to  them  for  the 
best  and  latest  information  is  in  any  given  line  of  effort  the  most  direct 
and  speedy  way  to  gain  desired  knowdedge. 

OUR  PERIODICAL 

Has-  given  great  satisfaction,  has  won  new  encomiums  from  the  press 
and  from  individuals,  and  proves  an  indispensable  adjunct  to  our  work. 
The  subscription  list  does  not  grow  as  it  should,  and  an  earnest  appeal  is 
hereby  made  to  all  the  Branches,  to  add  to  their  list  of  “good  works’’  that 
of  renerved  effort  to  increase  the  number  of  subscribers.  A little  exertion 
on  the  part  of  each  member  would  suffice  to  double  the  number,  and 
such  a gain  would  enable  us  to  place  our  paper  where  its  presence  would 
bring  great  gain  to  the  cause  we  serve,  and  to  the  power  of  our  own  or- 
ganization. The  Publication  Committee  should  be  enabled  to  send  each 
month  a large  number  of  marked  copies  to  the  editors  of  religious  papers, 
and  to  such  members  of  Congress  as  could  greatly  aid  the  progress  of 
Indian  interests. 

PUBLIC  MEETINGS. 

The  work  of  our  Association  has  been  presented  in  sixty-five  public 
addresses  by  our  President  during  the  year,  in  thirty  different  cities,  and  in 
the  States  of  Maine,  'Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut, 
New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Delaw'are,  Virginia,  and  the  District 
of  Columbia.  Our  cause  has  thus  been  made  known  at  drawing-room  meet- 
ings, anniversaries,  vSuiiday  evening  union  and  church  meetings  ; ladies’ 
gatherings  in  clubs,  missionary  circles  and  Indian  Associations;  young 
people’s  meetings;  the  Pennsylvania  Chautauqua,  and  the  Mohonk  Confer- 
ence; and  this  has  not  been  one  of  our  President’s  travelling  years.

The  work  of  organization  had  to  give  way  for  a time  to  the  great 
increase  of  correspondence  growing  out  of  enlarged  legislative  work,  the 
growing  interests  of  our  departments,  and  to  the  demand  for  new  ones, 
and  for  more  work  through  the  press.  There  is  great  need  of  the  earnest  work 
of  a good  finance  committee,  or  of  an  entertainment  committee,  whose  suc- 
cess would  enable  us  to  keep  an  organizer  constantly  in  the  field  for  at 
least  a part  of  the  year;  and  such  an  outlay  would,  we  believe,  secure  the 
income  needed  for  all  our  work. 


THK  NKW  WORK  OK  THK  VKAK 


Has  been  marked  and  encouraging.  Some  of  the  new  Branches  gained  in 
the  spring  and  summer  of  last  year  have  attained  a vigorous  growth.  Es- 
pecially is  this  true  of  the  new  ones  in  California.  Those  gained  at 
Riverside,  Redlands,  Banning,  Los  Angeles,  Pasadena,  Whittier,  Pomona, 
and,  by  correspondence  at  San  Diego,  have  done  good  work,  for  nearly  all 
have  had  some  share  in  the  support  or  help  of  our  new  station  at  Coahuilla 
Boxes  of  goods  for  that  mission  have  been  sent  by  some;  money  towards 
the  support  of  our  worker.  Miss  Fleming,  has  been  contributed  by  several; 
and  the  new  cottage  has  been  made  homelike,  and  is  prettil}-  furnished  by 
love  in  “deed”  as  well  as  in  “word.”  Some  of  these  new  associations 
began  with  but  few  in  number;  and  to  introduce  their  work  to  the  public, 
to  talk  for  it,  and  to  prepare  the  way  for  its  better,  broader  activity,  has 
been  the  task  of  the  year.  At  Redlands,  for  example,  the  nucleus  was 
composed  of  a few’  young  people,  the  older  and  already  interested  friends 
of  Indians  not  being  in  town  at  the  time  of  our  President’s  visit.  But  the 
Committee  gained  has  aided  by  boxes,  and  in  preparation  for  the  better 
association,  and  this  is  true  of  two  or  three  other  places.  These  seven 
Branches  last  May  held  a meeting  of  delegates  and  organized  the  Southern 
California  Indian  Association,  and  this  body  will,  we  hope,  at  no  distant 
date,  return  to  our  treasury  the  cost  of  the  cottage  at  Coahuilla,  and  then 
assume  the  entire  care,  support  and  control  of  that  mission.  To  the  River- 
side Association,  the  first  secured  in  the  State,  belongs  the  credit  of  doing 
more  than  any  other  one  of  that  group  of  associations.  It  has  raised  and 
expended  in  cash  f 121. So,  and  the  value  of  boxes  donated  wasfios,  making 
a good  first  year’s  total  of  $226.80  from  a membership  of  eight}'.  Pasadena 
has  twenty-five  members,  had  twelve  meetings,  three  of  them  public;  has 
sent  to  Indians  four  parcels  or  boxes  and  two  barrels  of  goods,  the  whole 
valued  at  $50  It  helped  to  furnish  the  cottage;  has  gained  subscribers 
to  our  paper;  has  had  a share  in  our  petition  work;  has  published  thirty 
articles  and  notices;  has  collected  $37,  and  has  three  new'  Hotiorary  IMeni- 
bers.  The  Secretary  speaks  of  the  interest  wakened  by  the  organization 
and  says;  “We  are  getting  our  work  into  good  shape  slowly  but  surely  I 
hope,  and  are  open  to  advice  and  instruction.  We  are  astonished  that  we 
should  have  been  indifferent  to  this  great  work.  It  was  simply  ignorance, 
and  now  we  will  do  what  w'e  can  to  inform  others.”  Her  report  extends 
only  to  the  end  of  the  first  year  of  that  Branch,  and  does  not  include  what 
has  been  done  since.  Reports  have  not  been  received  from  all  the  workers, 
but  from  what  we  hear  continued  interest  and  the  purpose  to  go  forward 
in  work  for  the  long-waiting  Indians  of  that  State  are  revealed.  The  wife 
of  General  Cadwallader,  at  San  Diego,  has  introduced,  and  with  a few 
others  has  well  begun  the  work  in  her  own  city,  and  has  aided  with  boxes, 
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and  instructions,  the  remnants  of  tribes  near  that  place.  At  Los  Angeles, 
owing  to  the  continued  illness  of  the  Chairman,  Mrs.  Elderkin,  and  the 
great  pressure  of  work  resting  upon  others  of  the  Committee  in  that  city, 
no  extension  of  the  organization  has  been  effected,  though  much  sympathy 
with  the  objects  is  expressed,  and  real  help  in  the  way  of  boxes,  and  other- 
wise, has  been  quietly  given. 

From  Upper  California  we  have  a report  of  the  Branch  at  Eureka,  located 
comparatively  near  the  Hoopas,  and  which,  auxiliary  to  the  association 
in  San  Francisco,  has  also  adopted  Hoopa  Valley  as  its  first  mission  field. 
Ten  meetings  have  been  held,  subscribers  to  our  periodical  have  been 
obtained,  and  good  work  has  begun  from  Christian  principle  and  true 
missionary  spirit.  The  report  says,  “We  could  only  ‘hold  the  fort’  until 
the  troops  were  removed  from  Fort  Gaston  or  Hoopa.  That  has  now  been 
accomplished  and  we  are  ready  for  work.  Two  teachers  have  already 
been  sent  to  Hoopa,  and  a missionary  is  to  go.  We  labor  here  with  pop- 
ular sentiment  against  us.’’  From  San  Francisco  stirring  popular  meetings 
have  been  reported,  with  influential  work  through  the  press,  while  boxes 
of  mission  supplies,  medicines,  garments  and  goods  have  been  sent  to  our 
Mission  at  Greenville  in  that  State,  and  to  one  or  two  other  points.  Cir- 
cumstances have  not  yet  permitted  sending  the  missionary  to  the  Hoopas, 
but  the  enterprise  is  in  heart  and  in  hand  and  will  go  forward. 

AUXILIARIES. 

THE  women’s  INDIAN  ASSOCIATION  OF  MAINE, 

In  Portland,  with  branches  in  Bangor  and  Brunswick,  and  Committees  in 
Ellsworth,  Winthrop,  Winthrop  Centre  and  North  Berwick,  has  held  four-, 
teen  public  meetings  in  different,  parts  of  the  State.  Regular  meetings  have 
been  held  by  the  Branches,  and  excellent  work  has  been  done  in  sending 
petitions  to  Congress  and  boxes  to  missionaries.  Articles  have  been  written 
for  the  papers  and  thousands  of  pages  of  Indian  leaflets  circulated.  Last 
year  the  Association  took  the  important  step  of  employing  a missionary 
among  the  Absentee  Shawiiees  of  Indian  Territory.  Their  principal  work 
this  year  has  been  sustaining  him  in  his  noble  undertaking  amidst  almost 
insurmountable  difficulties,  the  greatest  difficulty  being  the  tribe’s  deep* 
seated  and  only  too  well  grounded  distrust  of  the  white  man.  The  mis- 
sionary is  a young  Indian,  a graduate  of  a Tennessee  school,  who  is 
translating  portions  of  the  Bible  into  the  Shawnee  dialect  and  will  soon 
print  his  translations  on  a mimeograph  sent  out  for  the  purpose.  Three 
hundred  dollars  were  also  sent  to  the  national  treasury  for  our  Seminole 
Mission. 

THE  EASTERN  VERMONT  ASSOCIATION, 

In  Brattleboro,  reports  28  members,  and  has  raised  ^63. 62.  This  auxiliary 
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has  sent  petitions  to  Congress,  and  has  prepared  boxes  for  a hospital  among 
Indians,  and  for  an  Indian  school,  and  had  a large  and  helpful  public  meet- 
ing iu  September  addressed  by  our  President. 

THE  M.\SSACHUSETTS  ASSOCIATION, 

Can  best  be  reported  in  the  words  of  its  Secretary,  Miss  Mary  E.  Dewey; 
“ Our  Apache  school  in  Alabama  continues  to'do  well  and  to  increase.  It 
reopened  October  3d  with  70  pupils  ‘ beautifully  clean,’  and  the  officers  of 
the  garrison  say  ‘ that  the  bath  house  and  swimming  tank  aie  the  greatest 
possible  help  towards  their  good  health  aud  looks,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
moral  effect  of  cleanliness.’  Lieutenant  Wotherspoon  has  provided  a 
second  schoolroom  and  Miss  Shepard  says,  ‘ I cannot  tell  3'ou  the  relief 
we  feel.  It  was  very  up-hill  work  before,  and  now  we  can  have  longer 
sessions,  aud,  at  least  iu  m3'  rocm  with  the  older  children,  perfect  quiet. 
My  sister’s  room  is  necessarily  a mixture  of  kindergarten  aud  object  teach- 
ing, with  a good  deal  of  singing  aud  motion  which  she  can  now  carr3-  on  to 
her  heart’s  content.’  The  school  furniture,  too,  is  greatly  improved,  aud  we 
have  built  this  summer  a commodious  parlor  close  to  the  house  of  the 
Misses  Shepard  where  the3'  can  receive  and  entertain  the  Indians,  especi- 
ally the  women  and  children,  and  where  the3'  hope  to  do  much  to  teach, 
encourage  aud  amuse  them.  During  all  the  last  session  of  Congress,  our 
attention  was  auxiousl3'  kept  upon  the  question  of  the  appropriation  for 
Indians  aud  education,  and  upon  the  apprehended  passage  of  the  Bill  for 
removing  the  Southern  Utes.  We  wrote  repeatedl3' to  persons  iu  authority 
and  to  our  representatives,  urging  their  attention  to  these  points,  both  by 
our  own  motion,  aud  as  requested  to  do  b3'  our  National  Association  aud  by 
the  Indian  Rights  Association,  and  we  were  seconded  b3'  man3'  of  our 
Branches.  We  also  petitioned  the  President  to  prevent  the  taking  of 
Indians  into  the  ‘ Wild  West  ’ shows,  on  the  ground  that  the  life  demoralized 
them  and  interfered  w'ith  the  civilization  of  the  race.  Our  Branches  have 
emulated  us  in  all  good  W'ork.  Jamaica  Plain,  as  usual,  leads  the  van, 
having  raised  $1,300  this  3'ear,  chiefly  for  hospital  work  among  the  Mission 
Indians.  Cambridge,  Salem,  Stockbridge,  Ph  niouth,  Beverl3',  P'all  River, 
Springfield  aud  Amherst,  all  have  done  bravely  and  well,  and  there  is  still 
interest  and  some  activit3’  in  Pittsfield,  Lenox,  Sheffield  and  Barnstable, 
even  though  they  have  given  up  separate  organizations.  We  have  sent 
some  gifts  to  missions  and  schools,  and  have  interested  ourselves  in  the  case 
of  an  Indian  medical  student  needing  help  to  complete  his  course.  The 
number  of  our  paying  members  is  three  hundred,  and  in  our  Branch  so- 
cieties uearl3-  nine  hundred.  We  have  raised  about  $i  ,200,  while  they  have 
gathered  a total  of  nearly  $5,000.  Our  gifts  have  been  mostl3’  in  cash,  aud 
we  have  had  no  social  gathering  except  the  annual  tea  aud  sale.  The 
school,  exclusive  of  the  new  parlor,  has  cost  us  $1,260  this  3’ear,  aud  as 


our  other  expenses  (including  $262  for  the  new  room)  were  nearly  $600,  it 
will  be  seen  that  we  should  have  been  bankrupt  without  our  Branches.  In 
our  federation  is  our  strength,  and  may  it  continue  and  deepen  till  our 
work  is  done,  and  in  the  civilization  and  citizenship  and  intelligent 
patriotism  of  the  whole  Indian  race  there  shall  be  no  more  need  for 
Indian  Associations.”  It  is  clear  that  Massachusetts  is  the  banner  society 
this  year. 

THE  Rhode;  iseand  a.ssociation 

In  Providence  and  Newport,  has  collected  11159.40.  Of  the  sum  contributed 
in  Providence  at  a meeting  addressed  by  Mrs.  Quinton,  $^2. Gy,  was  sent  to 
the  mission  fund  of  the  national  Association.  The  ‘‘Whatsoever  Circle” 
of  King's  Daughters  sent  $25  to  Indians  in  Colorado.  A box  valued  at  $$0 
was  sent  by  the  Newport  Association  to  the  Seminole  Mission  in  Florida. 

the;  CONNECTICUT  .\SSOCI.ATION, 

Reports  789  annual  and  104  special  members,  four  patrons  and  four  life 
members  having  been  secured  the  past  year.  Two  new  Branches  have  been 
acquired  by  the  Association,  the  Southington  Branch  and  the  ‘‘Wigwam 
Club”  of  Guilford,  w’hich  became  auxiliar}^  to  the  Association  in  August,. 
1892,  but  was  formed  five  years  earlier.  The  Treasurer  reports  the  receipts 
as  $4,175.67  for  the  year,  including  the  balance  on  hand  November  ist,. 
1891,  and  the  disbursements  have  been  $2,329.32.  The  mission  and  farm 
houses,  reported  last  year  as  completed,  have  beeu  furnished  and  are  now 
occupied.  Frederick  Peck,  of  Idaho,  has  beeu  secured  as  farmer,  his  wife 
acting  as  housekeeper  for  the  two  establishments.  The  interest  of  the 
Branches  has  this  year  been  chiefly  directed  towards  the  equipment  of  the 
practical  farm.  Mr.  Peck,  who  began  work  in  April,  has  already  fenced 
several  acres  of  land  and  has  completed  one  irrigating  ditch  for  bringing 
w’ater  to  the  garden  and  fields  of  the  mission,  and  has  begun  his  experi- 
ment of  supplying  the  Indians  wdth  fruit  trees  and  shrubs,  accompanied  by 
directions  for  their  culture.  The  Connecticut  Farm  is  to  be  conducted  as  a 
school  of  agriculture  and  horticulture  for  the  instruction  of  the  Indians, 
rather  than  as  a model  farm  to  the  glory  of  the  station.  The  Chairman  of 
the  State  Missionary  Committee,  Miss  Emily  S.  Gilman,  reports  progress 
in  the  missionary  w'ork  begun  at  Ross  Fork  in  June,  1887.  ‘‘Miss  Frost 
continues  her  faithful  w'ork  and  looks  forward  hopefully  to  the  coming 
year.  Six  little  girls  are  now  in  the  familj’  under  her  personal  care;  other 
children  join  them  as  day  pupils,  and  an  evening  class  brings  together  a 
few  Indian  men.  A Sunday-school  attended  by  fifteen  to  twenty-five  whites 
and  Indians  is  held  regularl}',  and  clergymen  of  different  denominations 
from  the  neighboring  towns  hold  occasional  preaching  services  on  the 
Sabbath.  ” The  Educational  Committee  reports  another  Indian  girl  entered 
as  a pupil  in  the  training  school  for  nurses  in  New  Haven,  and  the  Press 
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Committee  reports  that  greater  facilities  than  ever  before  were  afforded  by 
the  press  of  Connecticut  for  the  insertion  of  articles  on  Indian  affairs. 

THE  NEW  YORK  CITY  AS.SOCIATION, 

With  Branches  in  Harlem,  Poughkeepsie  and  Yonkers,  reports  a member- 
bership  of  302,  of  which  161  are  annual  contributors  in  New  York  city. 
Eighteen  Life  Members  and  six  Patrons  have  greatly  aided  in  increasing  our 
receipts.  Of  the  more  than  Ji, 500  received  $185  was  given  to  our  National 
Association;  $112  for  a Home  for  Aged  Indian  women  in  Albany,  Nebraska; 
$100  for  scholarships  in  Hampton,  and  $40  for  a “Boys’  School”  at  the 
Shoshone  Agency,  Wj’oming.  Liberal  contributions  were  also  made  to  the 
Bishop  Whipple  Hospital,  in  Minnesota,  where  Miss  S3'bil  Carter  is  so 
deeply  interested,  and  where  she  is  having  Indian  women  taught  the  art  of 
lacemaking.  The  Chairman  of  the  Librarj’  and  Publication  Committee 
reports  that  1:53. 21  was  paid  into  our  national  treasury  for  the  society’s 
publications,  including  subscriptions  for  one  hundred  and  fifty-four  copies 
of  The  Indi.-vns’  Friend.  The  most  of  the  money  remaining  in  the  treasury 
is  designated  for  the  Rebecca  Collins  Memorial  Fund.  Poughkeepsie  and 
Yonkers  have  each  a Young  People’s  Department.  In  Yonkers  the  33 
members  of  that  department  have  added  to  the  treasury  by  annual  dues, 
by  contributions,  bj'  a fair,  and  dramatic  entertainments,  $241.2,0. 

THE  BROOKEYN  A.SSOCI.t.TION 

Is  establishing  a mission  atnong  the  Piegans  of  IMontana,  and,  including  a 
legacy  from  a former  member,  has  now  about  $700  for  this  mission.  In 
addition  to  this  |;ioo  has  been  loaned  to  an  Indian.  The  Ba}'  Ridge  Branch, 
organized  a little  more  than  a 3'ear  ago,  reports  I47  received  from  annual 
membership  fees;  $56.70^0:11  voluntary  contributions;  $66.50  from  dime 
banks,  and  $140  from  a concert;  a total  of  $310.20.  The  valuable  boxes 
sent  by  this  Branch  are  reported  by  the  Missiouar3'  Box  Committee. 

NEW  Y'ORK  ST.\TE. 

The  Troy  Association  reports  a membership  of  95.  The  “ Penu3'-a-Week- 
League  ” continued  its  good  work  and  gave  to  the  Missionary  Committee 
the  amount  collected.  The  receipts  for  the  year  and  the  balance  from  last 
year  amounted  to  $166.66;  $50  was  sent  for  the  general  work  of  the  National 
Association;  $47.09  expended  63’  the  missionary  committee;  $23.75  paid  for 
annual  dues,  and  $25  given  to  Mrs.  A.  L.  Riggs,  of  Santee,  whose  address 
at  the  annual  meeting  in  October  helped  to  deepen  interest  in  the  work. 
She  specially-  wished  to  impress  upon  her  hearers  the  necessitv  of  securing 
missionaries  who  would  go  out,  with  interpreters,  among  the  wild  Indians. 
The  associations  in  Rochester,  Syracuse  and  Hamilton  held  usual  meetings, 
paid  their  annual  dues,  contributed  to  the  general  work  of  the  Association, 
and  for  work  among  the  Indians  of  Northern  California. 


THE  NEW  JERSEY  AUXII.IARV 

Reports  the  whole  amount  raised  as  I225.46  and  $110.-0  sent  for  the  Semi- 
nole Mission.  Very  valuable  boxes  for  housefurnishing,  goods  and  tinware 
for  use  in  the  new  houses  of  the  Moqui  Indians,  near  Ream’s  Canon,  Ari- 
zona, were  sent  from  Newark,  and  the  Morristown  Association  gave  $100 
for  the  Greenville  Mission. 

THE  EASTERN  PENNSYEV.\NI.\, 

OR  PHIEADEEPHIA  ASSOCIATION, 

Has  held,  besides  three  large  public  meetings,  eight  regular  meetings  at 
which  instructive  and  interesting  papers  were  read.  These  were  written 
by  members  of  the  Philadelphia  Association  on  the  work  of  various  de- 
nominations in  behalf  of  Indians.  To  the  list  of  members,  four  Life  Mem- 
bers and  a Contributor  have  been  added.  Generous  donations  have  heen 
made  for  the  Hospital  at  Agua  Caliente  and  to  the  general  fund.  The 
Bryn  Mawr  Association  reports  collections  amounting  to  11116.98;  $30.88 
of  this  was  for  the  mission  fund,  from  the  Penny-a  l)ay  League,  and  the 
Seminole  Mission  was  the  recipient  of  a box  valued  at  fifty  dollars. 

The  Bethlehem  Association,  with  a membership  of  104,  has  successfully 
continued  its  work  and  paid  the  amount  remaining  due  on  the  mission 
chapel  at  Portraro,  making  it  wholly  their  gift. 

The  Lancaster  Association,  having  nearly  one  hundred  members,  has 
given  $66  for  the  general  work  of  the  National  Association,  and  $100 
towards  the  salarj'  of  the  farmer  at  the  Seminole  Mission. 

THE  western  PENNSYEYANIA, 
or  the  PITTSBURG  AND  .ALLEGHENY  ASSOCIATION, 

With  a membership  of  210  has  collected  $522,  and  in  addition  to  its  annual 
dues  has  given  $25  to  the  general  fund  and  $400  for  the  hospital  work  at 
Agua  Caliente.  Besides  what  passed  through  our  national  treasury  $10 
was  sent  to  the  Indian  girl  Lilly  Cornelius,  and  bj'  the  Young  People’s 
Department,  $60  to  vSmallwood  Presslj',  a Choctaw  Indian  at  the  Clarksville 
University  in  Tennessee. 

THE  HELAWARE  -AUXILL-ARY 

Reports  $63  as  its  receipts;  has  sent  $10  to  Abro  Johnson,  the  Greenville 
Indian  who  lost  his  horses  and  hay  by  fire,  and  $10  to  the  Committee  on 
Indian  Libraries  and  Industries  for  the  education  of  an  Indian.  Other 
worthy  objects  have  been  aided,  but  all  the  money  has  not  passed  through 
our  national  treasury. 

THE  WASHINGTON,  D.  C.,  AUXILIARY, 

Held  six  meetings  and  was  most  successful  in  securing  interesting  speakers. 
Of  the  number  were  Mrs.  Quinton,  Miss  Alice  C.  Fletcher,  Gen.  T.  J.  Mor- 
gan, Prof.  C.  C.  Painter  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Kelly,  for  seven  years  principal  of 
the  school  at  .Sitka,  Alaska.  A delegation  of  Chippewa  Indians  from  White 
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Earth  Agency,  Minnesota,  added  to  the  interest  of  one  meeting  ; and  in 
May,  Dr.  Susan  La  Flesche  told  of  the  spread  of  intemperance  among  her 
people.  The  Association  raised  I208.95,  and  has  sent  to  the  national  treas- 
ury for  the  Hospital  at  Agua  Caliente,  for  the  general  fund,  and  The  In- 
Di.'t.NS’  Friend,  73.70.  It  was  the  first  to  suggest  and  adopt  an  annual  fee 
of  $1.50,  which  should  include  the  subscription  to  The  Indi.-^ns’  Friend, 
and  thus  secure  the  paper  for  each  member. 

THE  WE.ST  VIRGINI.\  ASSOCIATION, 

With  a not  large  membership,  yet  with  faithfulness,  has  held  six  meetings, 
has  taken  share  in  the  hospital  work  and  that  among  the  Moquis,  and  sent 
two  valuable  boxes  to  Fort  Defiance,  Arizona,  and  one  to  Pine  Ridge 
Agency,  South  Dakota.  The  collections  for  all  purposes  have  amounted 
to  1143  30. 

THE  VIRGINIA  AUXIRI.ARV, 

Richmond  has  27  members  and  has  held  nine  meetings,  has  sent  I25  for 
the  Seminole  Mission,  and  a valuable  box  for  Missionaries’  use.  It  has 
made  progress,  and  is  faitlifnllj'  persevering  in  work. 

THE  KENTUCKY  .VSSOCIATION 

Reports  a membership  of  iSo,  and  has  raised,  within  the  3'ear,  ^262.58. 
With  that  and  the  balance  from  last  year,  it  has  sent  to  our  national  treasury 
$625,  the  salarj’  of  Mrs.  Brecht  for  fifteen  months.  INIost  faithful  work  has 
been  done,  and  the  “patience  of  faith  ” and  the  power  of  lust  hope  have 
been  proved. 

THE  NEW  OREEANS  ASSOCIATION 

Has  held  monthh',  and  well  attended  meetings,  from  November  to  May, 
and  has  collected  $120.76.  It  is  gathering  funds  for  building  a chapel  “In 
the  Wilderness’’  at  the  Seminole  Mission.  Its  President  writes,  “Progress 
is  slow,  but  we  have  faith  and  hope  and  zeal  ’’  New  work  is  being  added 
and  the  officers  and  members  are  in  earnest. 

THE  FEORID.A  .AUXILIARY. 

The  Winter  Park  Association  has  held  a regular  meeting,  in  which  interest 
has  been  well  sustained.  A box  of  useful  articles  and  tov’s  for  the  Christ- 
mas tree,  with  aid  for  the  feast  for  the  Indians,  was  sent  to  the  missionaries 
“ In  the  Wilderness,’’  at  the  Seminole  station. 

THE  NEW  MEXICO  .AUXILIARY, 

The  .Albuquerque  Association  Ijas  a membership  of  20;  has  aided  in  the 
establishment  of  a reading  room  at  the  Indian  pueblo  Laguna,  and  is  doing 
all  that  is  there  possible  to  it  for  the  uplifting  of  Indians.  These  Indians 
have  always  owned  their  own  lands,  are  not  under  the  control  of  the  United 
States  Government,  and  hence  whisky  may  be  sold  to  them  without  re- 
straint. -All  honor  to  the  faithful  beginning  of  work  here. 


After  this  resume  of  the  year’s  aspirations  and  labors,  some  of  which 
have  come  to  blessed  fruition,  have  we  not  great  reason  to  give  thanks, 
take  courage,  and  go  forward  ?

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  RECORDING  SECRETARY, 

MRS.  D.  H.  TRIBOU, 

Was  next  presented  and  was  an  interesting  resume  of  the  work  done  by  the 
Executive  Board  during  the  year.  It  referred  to  the  cordial  fellowship  of 
the  members  of  the  Board,  the  harmonj'  with  which  the}'  had  labored,  and 
to  the  subjects  considered  and  acted  upon  in  the  eight  meetings  of  the  year. 
Their  work  as  reported  had  been  the  discussion  and  adoption  of  the  reports 
of  the  standing  and  special  committees,  of  the  leaflets  and  other  literature 
presented,  of  the  flnancial  reports  and  of  resolutions  of  petition,  protest, 
congratulation,  condolence  or  courtesy.  The  Board  had  also  considered 
questions  from  the  departments;  invitations  to  attend,  by  represention,  and 
to  share  in  meetings  of  other  bodies,  in  Chautauquas,  Congresses,  and  other 
occasions;  it  had  considered  new  work  needed  for  the  cause,  or  new  de- 
partments demanded  b}' the  growth  of  ourownjwork;  had  elected  women 
to  lead  these  departments,  and  to  fill  official  vacancies  occasioned  b}'  death, 
removal,  ill  health  or  other  causes;  had  discussed  plans  for  raising  the 
growing  funds  demanded  by  growing  work,  and  had  made  arrangements 
for  the  annual  meeting,  and  for  other  and  special  assemblies  needed  or 
desirable.  The  report  also  said;  “ If  we  have  heard  of  hindrances  to  the 
work  by  reason  of  fear  and  distrust  of  the  Indians  themselves,  or  through 
the  selfishness  of  men  who  ought  to  be  our  helpers,  or  worse  still  through 
the  wickedness  of  those  who  so  forget  all  that  is  noble  in  manhood  as  to 
place  temptation  in  the  path  of  a weaker  brother,  though  he  be  of  another 
race,  we  have  taken  courage  from  the  thought  that  the  wrongs  of  a cen- 
tury cannot  be  righted  in  a day,  and  we  believe  that  it  is  only  a question  of 
time  when  we  shall  see  the  accomplishment  of  all  that  we  desire,  if  we 
make  a long  pull  and  a strong  pull  and  a pull  altogether.”  The  report  was 
approved  and  adopted. 

THE  AFTFIRNOON  SESSION. 

After  the  handsome  collation  provided,  and  the  happy  social  hour  which 
always  accompanies  the  “breaking  of  bread”  among  united  Christian 
workers,  the  Convention  was  re-opened  with  prayer  and  the  beautiful  solo 
from  Elijah,  “Oh  Rest  in  the  Lord,”  which  was  effectively  rendered  by 
Miss  Emma  Lore,  of  Delaware.  An  abstract  was  then  presented  of 
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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  MISSIONARY  COMMITTEE, 

MRS.  A.  S.  QUINTON, 

Chairman,  which  included  a brief  review  of  the  missions  under  the  care  of 
the  Committee,  among  the  Seminoles,  of  P'lorida,  the  so-called  Digger  In- 
dians of  Upper  California;  the  Ramona  Missions  under  the  care  of  our  Mis- 
sionary Superinteudent,  Rev.  Wm.  H Weiuland,  at  Coahuilla,  at  Agua 
Caliente,  and  at  the  preaching  stations  of  Pechanga,  Rincon,  La  Jolla  and 
Saboba,  with  some  notice  of  his  own  work  at  Potraro.  It  made  reference 
to  the  medical  missionary  work  of  Dr.  Susan  La  Flesche  among  the  Oma- 
has;  to  the  Hospital  Department;  to  the  Home  for  Aged  Women;  to  the 
State  Missions,  including  those  of  Maine,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  and 
Brooklyn;  to  the  new  fields  among  the  Hoopas  and  the  Moquis;  to  the  un- 
supplied fields,  adding  the  report  of  missionar}-  boxes  sent  during  the 
year,  valued  at  more  than  $3,000,  and  concluding  with  a brief  summary  of 
what  had  hitherto  been  accomplished  by  this  Department.  The  sum  ex- 
pended by  it  during  the  year,  besides  boxes  sent,  was  $8,329.74.  In  the 
limited  time  possible  on  this  occasion  but  the  briefest  extracts  from  some 
of  the  thrilling  letters  of  the  missionaries  could  be  given,  but  enough 
was  read  to  waken  deepest  gratitude  for  the  growing  work  of  the  Asso- 
ciation on  fields  wholly  untouched  by  an}-  other  society,  and  therefore 
dependent  upon  our  Association  for  Christian  instruction,  and  the  deepen- 
ing purpose  to  push  this  work  until  the  denominational  societies  are  able  to 
provide  for  it,  was  evidenced  by  man}-  workers. 

The  discussion  of  this  report  was  opened  by  a paper  on  the  “Success  of 
Missions,”  by  Mrs.  H.  J.  Bailey,  of  Maine,  who  was  followed  by  Mrs. 
Clinton  B.  Fisk  with  an  account  of  her  experiences  among  the  Apaches 
of  Arizona  in  their  time  of  special  trouble,  and  to  allay  which  Gen.  Fisk  and 
others  were  sent  to  the  field,  and  she  warmly  congratulated  the  Associa- 
tion upon  the  great  changes  wrought  b}-  its  work  at  many  points,  and  on 
the  advancement  of  the  whole  work  of  late  years.  Mrs.  Kinney  re- 
lated some  incidents  of  her  late  visits  among  the  Omahas  and  the  Ban- 
nocks and  Shoshones  of  the  Connecticut  mission  in  Idaho,  showing  the 
gratitude  of  Indians  and  their  worthj'  use  of  the  opportunities  furnished. 
Mrs.  Taggart  earnestly  advocated  the  work  of  this  department,  and  urged 
an  especially  large  circulation  of  the  report,  so  full  of  inspiring  facts,  and 
which  was  unanimously  adopted  and  ordered  printed,  and  which  may  be 
obtained  on  application  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  HOME  BUILDING  AND  LOAN  COMMITTEE, 

BY  MRS.  E.  P.  GOUED, 

Chairman  of  the  Committee,  gave  an  interesting  narrative  of  the  year’s 
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work  newly  committed  to  her  hands.  Her  paper  opened  with  a deserved 
and  warm  tribute  to  Mrs.  Kinne}-  who  inaugurated  and  managed  this  De- 
partment for  six  years,  and  spoke  of  the  success  of  the  work.  The  loans 
of  the  year  for  home  building  and  other  purposes  had  amounted  to  $1827.50, 
and  her  sketch  of  the  homes,  and  the  new  life  in  them,  were  of  pathetic 
and  inciting  interest.  The  money  returned  during  the  year  from  Indians  on 
their  loans  amounted  to  $760,  a return  which  is  gratifying  as  proof  of  Indian 
industry,  honesty  and  progress.  Those  helped  were  an  Omaha  couple;  a 
half-breed  missiouar}'  teacher  at  Pine  Ridge  Agency,  who,  as  a catechist 
preparing  for  the  diaconate,  is  fully  endorsed  by  Bishop  Hare;  an  aspiring 
Indian  woman  about  to  cultivate  or  rent  two  hundred  acres  of  land;  an 
Omaha  woman,  a Sissetoii  Indian,  one  in  California,  and  a Carlisle  boy 
returned  home  and  beginning  work,  regarding  all  of  whom  good  accounts 
had  been  received.  The  letters  from  some,  referring  to  the  payment  of 
loans,  spoke  of  the  difficulties  iu  their  way,  and  showed  appreciation  of 
the  kindness  received  and  genuine  purpose  for  honest,  civilized  work.  Re- 
fer to  the  February  number  of  Thk  Indian’.s  P'riend  for  this  report  iu 
full. 


THE  REPORT  OF  THE  YOUNG  PEOPEE’S  DEPARTMENT, 

BY  MIS.S  M.VRIE  E.  IVES, 

Showed  constant,  wise  and  successful  work  in  that  department  throughout 
the  year.  The  writer,  its  Chairman,  made  allusion  to  the  work  which  she 
had  done  through  the  press,  to  the  kindness  received  from  editors,  who  had 
enabled  her  to  make  a widespread  interest  among  people  of  many  beliefs 
and  conditions,  and  to  the  five  hundred  letters  necessitated  by  these  articles, 
besides  all  the  circulars  and  other  writing  done  by  a mimeograph  which  had 
also  served  in  the  circulation  of  seven  different  leaflets.  She  had  also  largely 
aided  iu  the  circulation  of  The  Indian’s  P'riend  and  the  literature  of  the 
Association.  Leaders  of  societies  had  requested  meetings,  and  to  have 
facts  furnished  for  papers  desired.  These  various  requests  had  come  from 
thirty  different  States  and  from  one  hundred  and  forty  townsj  most  of  them 
new  to  Indian  work.  One  appeal  had  brought  fifty-eight  responses 
proffering  held,  and  twenty-three  boxes  and  parcels  of  good  had  been  sent 
forward.  Work  for  a children’s  ward  in  our  new  hospital  had  been  at- 
tractive, various  shares  of  the  expense  having  been  taken,  while  “pin 
money  cards’’  had  done  excellent  service  in  many  ways,  among  others 
sending  .$50  for  a Kindergarten  set.  Many  societies  of  young  people  had 
been  won  to  work  for  Indians,  among  them  a band  of  little  colored  girls, 
and  a circle  of  deaf  mutes.  The  receipts  had  been  in  cash  $324.66,  and  in 
boxes  $285.75  a total  of  $610.41.  This  report,  effectively  read,  was  cordially 
adopted,  and  can  be  obtained  from  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 


THE  COMMITTEE  ON  LEGISLATIVE  WORK, 

MISS  MYRA  H.  AVERY, 

Reported  in  substance  as  follows:  “ It  is  difficult  to  condense  into  the  limits- 
accorded  me  the  account  of  a very  busy  year.  The  Auxiliaries  and  Branches 
have  been  repeatedly  called  upon  for  aid,  which  they  have  promptly  and 
cheerful!}'  given.  With  the  opening  of  Congress  the  agitation  regarding 
the  Utes  began,  and  the  question  of  the  advisability  of  their  removal  from 
Colorado  to  Utah  proved  an  ever-present  one  over  which  a determined 
struggle  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year.  I need  not  explain  the 
methods  employed  to  urge  and  influence  our  national  legislators,  but  the 
much-wronged  Utes  still  remain  in  Colorado.  CougVess  has  been  urged  by 
many  petitions  to  make  increased  appropriations  for  Indian  education , 
and  appeals  emphasizing  the  necessity  of  an  early  settlement  of  the  legal 
status  of  the  Indian  have  been  sent  to  Washington  by  many  associations. 
Petitions  have  also  called  the  attention  of  our  legislators  to  the  great  need 
of  the  civilization  and  restraint  of  common  law  upon  the  reservations, 
while  protests  against  the  removal  of  competent  officials,  and  appeals  for 
the  further  extension  of  civil  service  reform  in  Indian  affairs  have  also 
been  sent  forward.  The  asociations  of  the  State  of  New  York  petitioned 
its  legislature  for  a further  appropriation  for  the  education  of  the  Indian 
youth  of  the  State  reservations  there. 

The  year's  associatioual  work  for  legislation  has  entailed  letters  of  in- 
struction and  suggestion,  writing  articles  for  the  press,  and  leaflets  and  the 
reading  of  numberless  papers  and  documents.  It  has  been  a matter  of 
surprise  and  congratulation  that  so  many  people  have  graciously  given 
their  time  and  service  in  response  to  requests,  and  our  thanks  are  hereby 
returned  to  all  those  who  have  so  kindly  co-operated  in  the  work  of  this 
Committee.  The  report  was  unanimously  adopted. 

LAW  FOR  INDIANS, 

BY  MRS.  WM.W.  GOODWIX, 

President  of  the  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  Indian  Association,  a paper 
finely  read  by  its  author,  was  a thoughtful  discussion  of  the  need  of  law  on 
Indian  reservations,  as  for  many  years  urged  bv  this  Association,  by  the 
best  agents,  commissioners,  lawyers,  soldiers,  and  by  the  best  Indians.  It 
inquired  into  the  reasons  why  no  adequate  provision  of  law  had  been  made, 
and  urged  to  renewed  and  more  vigorous  effort  than  that  previously  made 
to  win  the  attention  of  Senators,  Representatives,  and  the  public  generally 
to  the  subject  and  to  action  regarding  it.  Such  action,  said  the  writer,  is 
more  than  ever  demanded  since  the  Indian  Bureau  proposes  to  increase  the 
power  of  the  agency  courts  and  the  number  of  Indian  judges,  rather  than 
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to  urge  the  immediate  establishment  of  common  law  on  the  reservation. 
The  objection  to  the  present  system  is  that  it  is  under  the  Indian  Bureau 
and  therefore  subject  to  changes  of  administration,  and  that  being  so 
largel}’  administered  by  the  agent  on  the  reservation  it  may  be  and  too 
often  is  partial  and  personal.  The  paper  noted  the  status  of  Indians 
who  have  taken  land  in  severalty  and  have  thus  become  citizens,  and  who 
though  nominally  under  the  restraints  and  protection  of  the  laws  of  the 
States  and  Territories  wherein  they  are,  yet  practically  cannot  secure  atten- 
tion and  redress  of  wrongs  because  they  pay  no  taxes  on  their  land.  The 
plea  therefore  was  that  Government  would  pay  these  taxes,  so  that  roads, 
schools  and  other  privileges  ma}-  be  shared  by  Indians  without  objection  on 
the  part  of  their  tax-paying  white  fellow’  citizens.  The  paper  also  called 
attention  to  the  danger  of  allotting  land  too  rapidly  and  the  need  of  watch- 
fulness lest  white  land-grabbers  may  possess  themselves  of  what  should  be 
retained  for  Indian  owmership.  It  concluded  b}'  an  urgent  appeal  that 
the  common  law’  of  the  States  and  Territories  should  be  the  law  effec- 
tive and  real  on  the  Indian  reservation,  and  quoted  the  words  of  Bishop 
Hare,  so  often  used  in  the  appeals  of  this  Association,  that  “The  efforts  of 
civil  agents,  teachers  and  missionaries  are  like  the  struggles  of  drowning 
men  w’eighted  with  lead,  so  long  as  by  the  absence  of  law  Indian  society  is 
left  without  a base.”  On  motion  of  Mrs.  Plummer  a hearty  vote  of  thanks 
for  this  very  able  and  interesting  paper  was  unanimously  given. 

Dennison  Wheelock,  an  Oneida  Indian  from  Wisconsin,  and  the  leader 
of  the  brass  band  of  the  Carlisle  Indian  School,  played  “ Nearer  My  God 
to  Thee,”  as  a cornet  solo,  which,  warmly  applauded,  brought  out  as  an 
encore  a lively  air,  after  which 

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE, 

BY  MRS.  WM.  h.  Bt’RKE, 

Secretar}'  of  the  Brooklyn  Indian  Association,  w’as  presented,  the  President 
vacating  the  chair,  which  was  then  occupied  by  the  Vice-President,  Mrs.  S. 
T.  Kinney.  Mrs.  Burke  said:  “The  duty  of  reporting  for  this  Committee 
comes  upon  me,  in  consequence  of  the  illness  of  its  Chairman,  Mrs.  Van 
Brunt  Bergen,  with  only  a few  hours’  notice.  But  Mrs.  Bergen  has  sent  me 
the  letters  received  from  the  ladies  of  the  Committee  in  answer  to  her  ques- 
tions asking  their  views,  and  all  agree  with  the  opinion  expressed  by  one 
of  them  in  these  emphatic  words:  ‘I  do  not  believe  we  can  do  better  than 
to  re-elect  Mrs.  Quinton  as  President.  I have  no  doubt  she  is  overworked; 
but  rest  is  not  for  such  women  as  she,  and  ni}’  vote  is  for  her  first,  last,  and 
all  the  time.’  The  name  of  Mrs.  Mary  L.  Gibson,  of  Philadelphia,  is  pro* 
posed  in  place  of  that  of  Miss  Helen  R.  Foote,  for  the  secretaryship,  as  the 
latter,  after  six  years  of  faithful  service,  wishes  to  be  relieved  of  the  too 


heavy  duties  of  her  present  office,  but  consents  to  serve  as  treasurer,  and 
the  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  proposing  her  name  for  the  latter 
''office.  We  add  for  the  Executive  Board  the  names  of  ladies  suggested  by 
the  representatives  of  the  several  cities  in  which  they  are;  and  the  name  of 
Mrs.  Washington  Butcher,  of  Philadelphia,  has  been  placed  upon  the  list 
of  Honorarj'  Vice-Presidents,  her  many  j-ears  of  service  on  the  Executive 
Board  entitling  her  to  that  distinction.  With  these  exceptions  no  change 
has  been  made,  and  the  Advisory  Board  also  remains  the  same  as  before.” 
Mrs.  Burke  then  read  the  ballot  submitted  by  the  Committee,  the  ladies 
composing  the  Committee  being  Mrs.  Van  Brunt  Bergen,  Long  Island, 
Mrs.  Wm.  E.  Burke,  Brooklyn,  Mrs.  C.  C.  Hine,  New  Jersey’,  Mrs.  S.  T. 
Kinney,  Connecticut,  Mrs.  Wm.  W.  Goodwin,  Massachusetts,  Mrs.  W. 
W.  Bliss,  Rhode  Island,  Mrs.  M.  E.  Fry,  Maine,  Mrs.  A.  J.  Northrup,  New 
York  State,  Mrs.  A.  S.  Bickmore,  New  York  Cit}-,  Mrs.  George  Dana  Board- 
man,  E.  Pennsylvania,  Miss  M.  M.  Pressle}',  W.  Pennsylvania,  Mrs.  Charles 
Howland,  Delaware,  Mrs.  A.  G.  Wilkinson,  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  Mrs. 
"Wm.  Campbell,  Kentucky.  The  tellers  then  distributed  the  ballots  which 
being  collected,  counted,  and  reported  were  found  to  be  in  unison,  and  Mrs. 
Kinney  declared  the  unanimous  election  of  the  entire  ticket.  For  com- 
_plete  list  of  officers  see  the  first  pages  of  this  pamphlet. 

The  following  appreciative  resolutions  were  then  unanimously  adopted 
on  motion  of  Mrs.  Tribou. 

Resolved,  That  in  parting  with  Miss  Helen  R.  Foote  as  Corresponding 
Secretary  of  the  Women’s  National  Indian  Association,  we  wish  to  express 
and  put  upon  record  our  high  appreciation  of  the  six  years  of  careful,  con- 
stant, and  efficient  service  which  she  has  rendered  to  the  cause  of  Indian 
elevation  and  Christianization,  and  to  this  Association,  and  that  we  would 
express  our  sincere  gladness  that  her  strength  permits  her  still  to  remain 
■with  us  in  a less  laborious  office. 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Board  of  The  Women’s  National  Indian 
Association  conveys  to  our  retiring  Treasurer,  Miss  Anna  Bennett,  our 
heartfelt  thanks  for  and  appreciation  of  her  three  years  of  service,  two  of 
them  wholly  gratuitous,  as  the  faithful,  painstaking,  and  able  Treasurer  of 
this  Association,  and  that  we  trust  she  will  still  be  able  to  serve  the  cause, 
if  not  in  an  official  capacity. 

THE  THURSDAY  MORNING  SESSION 

Was  opened  with  prayer  by  Mrs.  Robert  Harris,  of  New  York,  followed  by 
Pinsutti’s  beautiful  solo,  ‘‘  I Heard  the  Voice  of  Jesus  say,”  beautifully  ren- 
dered b}’  the  soulful  alto  and  appreciative  interpretation  of  INIiss  Lore. 
The  Honorable  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  Gen.  Thomas  J.  Morgan, 
was  then  introduced  and  spoke  briefly  upon  Law  for  Indians.  He  said: 
‘‘It  is  often  stated  that  there  are  250,000  Indians  in  this  country  without 
law,  but  a closer  look  will  show  that  this  is  not  really  true;  for  example, 
:the  Sissetou  and  Devil’s  Lake  Indians  and  many  others,  more  than  20,000 


in  all,  have  taken  their  lands  in  severalty  and  are  now  citizens  of  the  United 
States.  The  legal  Indian  question  now  is,  Is  it  best  to  make  new  Courts  of 
Taw  for  such  tribes  as  the  Navajos  and  Sioux  ! The  difficulties  in  the  way 
of  such  work  were  found  by  a Western  Senator  who  spent  six  mouths  in 
trying  to  draft  a bill  to  provide  law  for  the  vSioux  and  then  confessed  his 
inability  to  do  it.  An  Eastern  .Senator,  (not  Senator  Dawes,)  had  the  same 
experience.”  His  own  idea  after  constantly'  facing  the  problem  for  four 
years,  and  having  given  constant  thought  to  the  best  interests  of  Indians, 
and  having  seen  them  in  their  homes  on  their  reservations,  was,  as  he  stated, 
it,  that  there  should  be  no  class  legislation  and  no  legislation  that  will  per- 
petuate the  present  conditions  of  Indians  v ho  are  not  citizens.  Patience, 
and  the  general  provisions  of  the  Dawes  Bill  will  at  no  distant  day,  he 
thought,  place  all  Indians  under  the  protection  of  the  same  laws  which  are 
over  white  men.  He  said,  that  he  “had  studied  the  Thayer  Bill  and  had 
heard  the  discussions  of  its  provisions  at  the  Mohouk  Conferences;  that  he 
had  read  the  resolutions  and  papers  of  the  American  Bar  Association,  and 
that  he  was  convinced  after  all  this,  and  by  his  own  experience  with  Indian 
Affairs,  that  there  could  be  sufficieut  protection  of  Indians  in  their  present 
transitional  state  by  the  correction  and  extension  of  the  present  police 
courts  among  them,  and  without  new  legislation.”  He  added  that ‘‘the 
present  Indian  Courts,  though  imperfect,  have  served  a good  purpose,”  and 
expressed  his  confidence  in  the  sense  of  justice  and  responsibility  of  Indians 
of  the  best  type,  and  said  that  he  should  not  be  afraid  to  be  tried  by  one  of 
these.  He  thought  it  better  thus  to  modify  present  courts  rather  than  trust 
to  new  legislation,  though  he  was  sure  that  any'  plan  proposed  would  re- 
ceive the  careful  consideration  of  the  .Senate,  the  House,  and  of  the  Indian 
Office.  He  paid  a glowing  triVjute  to  Senator  Dawes,  and  to  the  work  of 
the  Women’s  National  Indian  Association. 

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEPl  ON  OBITUARIPIS, 

BY  MRS.  HORACE  GREEN,  OF  NEW  YORK  CITY, 

Was  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  by  the  departure  from  this  life  of  Mrs.  Rebecca  Collins,, 
of  the  Society  of  Friends,  a venerable,  revered  and  beloved  Vice-President 
of  the  New  York  City  Indian  Association,  we  shall  ever  be  reminded  of  a 
consecrated  soul,  of  a holy  life,  of  glad  and  bountiful  giving,  of  constant 
labor  in  many  philanthropies,  of  deep  interest  in  and  large  aid  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  Indian  tribes  of  this  country,  and  of  ceaseless  and  loving  service 
in  and  for  the  Kingdom  of  God.  ‘‘Blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the 
Lord,  vea  from  henceforth  saith  the  Spirit;  for  they  rest  from  their  labors- 
and  their  works  do  follow  with  them.” 

Resolved,  That  Mrs.  A.  A.  Eustaphieve,  the  beloved  and  honored  Secre- 
tary of  the  New  York  City  Auxiliary,  was  a worker  of  rare  capabilities,  of’ 
unusual  devotion  to  the  cause  she  served,  and  that  the  loss  of  her  wise,  dis-- 
criminating  and  large  service  in  the  office  she  so  worthily  filled  is  one  we: 
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deep!}"  jnouni,  while  we  as  deeply  sorrow  for  the  loss  of  her  lovely  person- 
ality among  ns,  and  thai  by  the  memory  of  all  these,  ‘‘She  being  dead  3’et 
speaketh.” 

Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Mrs.  Martha  Hamer  Brookes,  December 
25,  1891,  the  Georgia  Vice-President  of  this  Association  for  years,  we  mourn 
the  loss  of  an  officer  of  highest  social  reputation,  of  great  intellectual  en- 
dowment and  Christian  character,  and,  though  we  deeply  feel  the  loss  of 
her  personal  value  and  sympathy,  and  of  what  she  miglit  have  achieved  for 
our  cause  had  health  been  restored,  that  we  \’et  rejoice  with  her  in  her  trans- 
lation out  of  great  suffering  into  the  blessedness  of  the  heavenly  life,  and 
that  we  accept  the  admonition  given  us  by  her  removal  from  us,  to  be  also 
readv  for  our  own  summons  from  earthh-  labor  to  heavenly  emplo^’inent. 

The  adoption  of  these  resolutions  was  followed  with  pra3-er  153’  Mrs. 
Cornelia  Alford,  of  Brooklyn,  who  implored  divine  comfort  for  those  be- 
reaved, and  that  the  workers  remaining  might  be  incited  by  the  niemor3'  of 
the  services  of  the  departed  to  greater  consecration  and  devotion. 

THE  REPORT  ON  INDI.AN  LIBRARIES  AND  INDUSTRIES, 

BY  MI.SS  FRANCES  C.  SPARH.AWK,  OF  MASSACHUSETTS, 

Chairman  of  the  Committee,  gave  an  interesting  sketch  of  the  growing 
work  of  that  important  department.  It  opened  with  a reference  to  the  con- 
trast of  to-da3-’s  interest  in  Indians  with  that  of  a few  years  ago,  aud  re- 
joiced that  Indian  abilit3'  is  now  recognized,  and  that  even  in  the  remote 
reservations  the  best  books  and  magazines  are  now  found,  aud  that  they  are 
appreciated  b3'  their  Indian  readers.  The  report  spoke  of  the  work  of  the  de- 
partment as  “not  alms-giving,  but  as  life-sharing,”  and,  in  passing,  showed 
its  reflex  benefit  to  givers.  The  resume  of  the  work  done  aud  of  gifts  aud 
expenses,  was  surprising,  and  the  list  of  helpers  included  the  New  England 
and  Middle  States,  and  indeed  thirt3’  States  in  all,  as  well  as  Canada,  while 
the  list  of  societies  assisting  was  a comprehensive  one.  The  testimonies 
from  Indians  in  regard  to  the  pleasure  and  profit  of  books  and  papers  re- 
ceived were  man3' and  touching.  One  said,  “ Thev  do  much  to  keep  the 
lonesomeness  away.”  There  was  also  abundant  testimon3'  to  the  improve- 
ment of  those  helped  b3'  this  opportunit3’  to  cultivate  a taste  for  good  read- 
ing. Publishers  and  editors  had  generously  aided  in  the  work.  Mau3’  per- 
sons it  was  shown  are  now  thinking  much  on  the  question.  How  shall  we 
provide  industries  for  these  returned  students  in  order  that  the3’  ma3’  con- 
tinue the  work  of  the  trades  learned  at  school,  and  b3'  them  become  self- 
supporting,  self-respecting  and  prosperous  citizens  ? To  this  question  the 
report  makes  answer.  It  was  uuanimousU- adopted  and  ma3'  be  obtained 
from  our  Corresponding  Secretar3^ 

THE  EDITOR  OF  “THE  INDIAN’S  FRIEND,” 

U.  S.  N.  CHAPI..AIN  D.  H.  TRIBOU, 

Was  next  introduced  and  in  a delightful,  sparkling  five  minutes’  speech 


so 

gave  the  facts  concerning  the  valuable  services  accomplished  by  our  periodi- 
cal. He  stated  that  about  34,500  copies  of  the  paper  had  been  printed,,  and 
for  the  most  part  circulated,  during  the  past  year;  that  it  has  novr  about 
2,250  subscribers;  that  if  it  could  have  1,000  new  subscribers  it  would  more 
than  pay  its  expenses,  but  that  in  his  opinion  no  money  expended  for 
printing  is  productive  of  better  results  than  that  put  into  The  Indian’s 
Friend.  Since  his  connection  with  the  paper  he  had  collected  for  adver- 
tising I726.01. 

This  speech  was  applauded  in  a way  to  demonstrate  the  hearty  approval 
of  the  editor’s  valuable  and  faithful  work  on  behalf  of  the  .Issociation,  and 
revealed  the  cordial  and  high  esteem  in  which  he  himself  is  held. 

Mrs.  Wm  Collins  stated  that  many  extra  copies  of  the  paper  had  been 
circulated  b}'  the  Association  of  which  she  is  president,  as  also  did  Mrs. 

J.  I\Iax  Hark,  president  of  the  Branch  at  Lancaster,  Pa.  Mrs.  S.  H.  Bul- 
lard, president  of  the  IVIassachusetts  Association,  moved  that  each  State  ^ 
auxiliary  be  requested  to  subscribe  for  thirty  extra  copies  of  the  paper  for 
new  circulation,  and  the  motion  was  unanimously  adopted.  Mrs.  Hark 
suggested  that  the  membership  fee  in  the  branches  he  made  $1.50  per  year- 
in  order  that  it  might  thus  include  the  paper  for  every  member.  The  Chair- 
stated  that  the  Washington,  D.  C.  and  the  New  A'ork  City  auxiliaries  had 
already  adopted  this  plan.  It  was  evident  that  deepening  interest  is  felt 
regarding  the  circulation  of  the  organ  of  the  society,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
this  spirit  will  secure  a much  wider  circulation  for  it,  as  in  no  other  way 
would  the  same  amount  of  effort  do  more  for  our  cause. 

A letter  from  IMrs.  Rosalie  Farley,  a sister  of  l!>r.  Susan  La  Flesche,  and 
a paper  b}'  Superintendent  Ashley,  of  the  Omaha  Agency  in  Nebraska,  pre- 
sented the  great  need  of  temperance  work  among  the  Omahas,  who  since 
having  become  citizens  of  the  United  States  are  much  more  exposed  to  the 
temptation  of  strong  drink.  These  papers  were  read  by  Mrs.  Alford,  chair- 
man of  the  new  Committee  on  Temperance  Appeals,  and  later  a gift  of  fifty 
dollars  from  Mrs.  Walter  Brooks,  president  of  the  Morristown,  N.  J.,  Associa- 
tion, was  reported  for  the  opening  work  of  this  department.  MissSparhawk. 
suggested,  as  one  method  of  doing  temperance  work,  finding  homes  in  good- 
families  for  Indian  children  exposed  to  the  vices  seen  in  homes  of  intemper- 
ance. Mrs.  Wm.  Greene,  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  asked.  Is  it  necessary  that 
Indian  children  should  be  returned  to  savage  homes  ? Mrs.  Plummer  re- 
plied, it  is  difficult  and  perhaps  wrong  to  evade  the  parental  authority 
brought  to  bear  to  enforce  their  return.  Mrs.  Frye  spoke  of  the  great  fond- 
ness for  their  children  which  she  had  observed  in  her  visits  among  Western  • 
tribes.  A vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  Mrs.  Farley  for  her  graphic  and 
interesting  letter,  and  to  Superintendent  Ashley  for  his  eloquent  paper. 


THY  CHILDREN  ALL, 

BY  MISS  SUSAN  POUUOCK, 

Principal  of  the  Froebel  Institute,  IPashington,  D.  C., 

Was  the  title  of  a paper  calling  for  an  increase  of  Kindergarten  work 
among  Indians,  and  it  presented  the  featnres  of  the  work,  with  testimony 
of  its  fruitfulness  for  good.  Mrs.  Bullard  added  remarks  upon  the  success 
of  such  work  among  the  Crow  Indians  in  Montana,  and  of  the  similar  work 
done  b}-  the  Massachusetts  Indian  Association  among  the  Apache  prisoners 
in  Alabama.  Miss  Sparhawk  spoke  of  similar  work  which  she  had  in- 
spected at  the  Indian  school  in  Lawrence,  Kansas.  Mrs.  Lyman  Abbott, 
Vice-President  of  the  Brooklyn  Indian  Association,  added  her  testimony  to 
the  value  of  such  work  in  Brookljui,  Chicago,  and  San  Francisco,  and  Mrs. 
Bailey  moved  a vote  of  thanks  for  the  paper. 

THE  ARMY  AND  THE  INDIAN, 

BY  MRS.  F.  N.  DOUBLEDAY, 

Treasurer  of  the  Bay  Ridge  Branch,  Long  Island,  was  a paper  read  b}’  Mrs. 
Heinicke,  secretary  of  the  same  Branch,  giving  a historical  sketch  of  the 
militar}-  management  of  the  Indian  Department  of  Government  in  the  past, 
discussing  the  wisdom  of  further  military  control  of  tribes,  and  concluding 
with  the  proposition,  in  substance,  that  the  work  of  civilization  to  be  most 
effective,  should  be  done  by  those  specially  prepared  to  do  such  work 
rather  than  by  those  trained  to  the  profession  of  arms.  The  thanks  of  the 
Convention  were  uuauimousl3'  voted  to  the  writer. 

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RESOLUTIONS, 

MRS.  S.  T.  KINNEY, 

Chairman,  introduced  the  most  animated  discussion  of  the  Convention,  and 
it  is  regretted  that  no  stenographer  was  present  at  the  time  to  reproduce  its 
main  points.  The  debate  was  almost  wholly  upon  the  eighth  resolution, 
the  others,  with  little  question  or  comment,  being  promptly  and  unani- 
mouslj’  adopted.  The  resolution  regarding  Senator  H.  L.  Dawes,  and  that 
referring  to  General  Thomas  J.  Morgan,  the  Honorable  Commissioner  of 
Indian  Affairs,  were  adopted  bj'  enthusiastic  rising  votes.  During  the  con- 
sideration of  the  former,  Mrs.  Quinton  vacated  the  chair  to  saj'  that  she 
could  not  deny  herself  “ the  privilege  of  seconding  the  motion  to  adopt  this 
resolution  when  she  remembered  the  manj-  j'ears  of  eminent  and  great  ser- 
vice for  the  emancipation,  civilization,  and  elevation  of  the  red  man  ren- 
dered by  the  now  venerable  Massachusetts  Senator,  rendered  often  against 
great  opposition  and  amidst  almost  insurmountable  difficulties.  Nor  could 
she  forget  his  aid  and  kindness  to  our  work,  to  our  Association,  and  to  the 


representatives  of  our  organization  who  had  gone  to  him  with  its  memor- 
ials to  Government,  as  well  as  for  counsel  and  suggestions.  As  one  who 
had  often  thus  represented  the  Association  she  had  great  pleasure  in  recall- 
ing and  in  acknowledging  his  personal  kindness  also.  He  had  been  the 
friend  and  champion  of  The  Women’s  National  Indian  Association  in  its 
first  and  weaker  j-ears,  as  well  as  in  the  years  of  its  wider  recognition  and 
larger  labor,  and  for  all  these  and  other  reasons  we  must  ever  hold  him  in 
grateful  remembrance.” 

Mrs.  Bullard  said,  “I  beg  leave,  Mrs.  President,  to  assure  the  ladies  as. 
sembled  here  from  so  many  different  parts  of  the  country  of  the  gratitude 
of  my  own  State  at  this  recognition.  Massachusetts  acknowledges  with 
pride  and  pleasure  your  testimou}'  to  the  services  of  our  venerable  Senator^ 
grown  venerable  in  devotion  to  the  cause  we  serve.” 

In  the  discussion  of  the  eighth  resolution  the  fact  of  the  general  desire 
for  the  operation  of  common  law  on  the  reservations  was  emphasized.  This 
had  been  asked  for  on  many  occasions,  and  in  the  appeals  of  the  Associa- 
tion and  its  representatives  for  years.  But  as  to  the  means  of  obtaining 
this  operation  of  law  a difference  of  opinion  was  clearly  brought  out;  and 
as  to  a definite  request  from  the  Convention,  “that  Congress  shall  at  this 
its  present  .session  extend  the  laws  of  the  States  and  Territories  over  the 
Indian  reservations  that  lie  within  them  ” there  was  a marked  and  clear 
difference  of  judgment.  Able  and  thoughtful  women  thought  it  the  wise 
thing  to  ask,  and  that  it  could  not  be  asked  too  soon  or  too  strongly. 
Others  were  equally  emphatic  in  thinking  the  measure  too  sudden,  too 
sweeping,  and  that  it  would  find  the  Indians  unprepared  for  the  position 
into  wdiich  it  might  too  suddenly  force  them.  The  discussion  was  an  inter- 
esting one,  and  very  helpful  in  deepening  thought  and  conviction  and  the 
purpose  to  work  more  earnestly  for  the  immediate  and  practical  considera- 
tion of  the  subject  of  law’  for  Indians.  The  resolution  passed,  by  a counted 
vote  of  eighteen  to  fourteen,  out  of  a Convention  of  a hundred  delegates. 
But  for  the  sweeping  and  instant  form  of  its  request  no  doubt  it  w’ould  have 
received  every  vote.  The  objection  w’as  to  the  means  and  not  to  the  end, 
as  all  manifestly  felt  the  reign  of  common  law  as  a finality  to  be  the  only 
safety  for  the  Indian. 

THE  RESOLUTIONS. 

1st.  WherKAS,  There  are  in  this  countr}’ 40,000  Indian  children  of  school 
age,  of  which  number  but  24,000  are  provided  wdth  school  privileges,  there- 
fore, 

Resolved,  That  Congress  be  urged  to  make  such  an  appropriation  as  shal 
adequately  meet  the  needs  of  these  “wards  of  the  nation”  whose  only 
hope  of  future  usefulness  as  citizens  of  the  United  States  rests  in  the  edu- 
cation they  may  receive  wdthin  the  next  decade. 

2d.  Resolved,  That  w’e  commend  to  the  consideration  of  the  Secretary  of 


the  Interior  the  proposition  to  make  provision  at  the  earliest  possible  date 
for  Field  Matrons  to  serve  upon  all  reservations  where  special  help  and 
guidance  may  be  needed  by  Indian  women  and  children,  the  duties  of  such 
matrons  to  be  the  instruction  of  these  Indians  in  the  proprieties  of  life;  in 
caring  for  their  homes,  for  the  sick,  and  in  other  ways  to  fit  them  for  a 
higher  plane  of  life. 

3d.  Whereas,  The  Commissioners  charged  with  the  dut}-  of  settling 
the  Mission  Indians’  affairs  were  unable  to  adjust  such  cases  as  were  already, 
or  might  be  carried  into  court,  involving  the  homes  of  many  of  those 
Indians;  and  Whereas,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Commissioners,  the 
President,  and  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  have  instructed  the  special  counsel 
appointed  under  authority  of  law  to  appear  in  behalf  of  the  Indians  in  the 
suit  now  pending  for  their  ejectment  from  Agua  Calieute,  and  have  also  in- 
structed said  counsel  to  take  necessary  steps  to  quiet  the  title  of  the  Indians 
of  the  San  Ysabel  and  vSan  Felipe  Rauches: — 

Therefore,  Resolved,  That  Congress  be  urged  to  make  an  immediate  ap- 
propriation for  the  compensation  of  said  counsel,  and  for  the  necessary  ex- 
penses of  such  suits. 

4th.  Whereas,  The  general  severalty  law,  under  which  Indians  be- 
came citizens  of  the  several  States  or  Territories,  exempts  their  land  from 
taxation  for  local  purpose;  and,  Whereas,  the  white  people  residing  near 
Indians  holding  laud  in  severalty  for  this  reason  refuse  to  build  roads, 
schoolhouses,  and  to  enforce  whollj'  at  their  own  expense  existing  laws  in 
cases  where  only  Indians  are  involved  as  wrongdoers  or  sufferers  of  wrong 
doing: — 

Therefore,  Resolved,  That  Congress  be  memorialized  and  urged  to  treat 
the  land  of  the  Indians  like  other  trust  property,  and  duly  pay  the  taxes 
thereon  from  the  sale  of  the  surplus  land  of  the  Indians. 

5th.  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  be  urged  to  at  once 
take  measures  for  the  strict  enforcement  of  laws  against  the  illicit  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors  to  Indians. 

6th.  Resolved,  That  this  Association  place  on  record  its  hearty  endorse- 
ment of  the  wise,  progressive,  and  Christian  policy  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Indian  Affairs,  General  Thomas  J.  Morgan;  also  the  hope  that,  while  ad- 
ministrations come  and  go,  there  may  be  no  departure  from  the  high  and 
hopeful  ground  which  is  to-day  held  by  the  Indian  Department  of  the 
United  States  Government. 

7th.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Association  be  extended  to  Senator 
Henry  L.  Dawes,  of  Massachusetts,  for  his  earnest  interest  in  the  welfare 
of  the  so-called  ‘‘wards  of  the  nation;”  for  his  unwavering  faith  in  their 
capacity  for  mental  and  moral  improvement,  and  for  his  untiring  efforts  as 
Chairman  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs  to  so  direct  national 
legislation  that  the  Indians  of  this  country  are,  at  last,  about  to  take  their 
rightful  place  as  self-supporting  and  self-respecting  citizens  of  the  United 
States. 

To  our  thanks  for  his  unremitting  services  in  behalf  of  the  cause  for 
which  we  are  laboring  we  desire  to  add  the  earnest  hope  that  he  may  be 
spared  to  witness  the  full  fruition  of  his  faith  in  the  race  of  native  Ameri- 
cans and  of  his  efforts  for  them. 

8th.  Resolved,  That  this  Association  most  respectfully,  but  urgently  begs 
that  Congress  shall  at  this  its  present  session  extend  the  laws  of  the  States 
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and  Territories  over  the  Indian  reservations  that  lie  within  them,  and  pro- 
vide that  these  laws  shall  be  administered  under  the  authority  of  the  United 
vStates. 

9th.  Resolved,  That  this  Association  most  respectfully  urges  Congress  at 
this  its  present  session,  to  extend  the  rules  of  the  Civil  Service  over  all  the 
officers  and  employes  of  the  Indian  Bureau,  so  that  the  whole  Indian  De- 
partment inav  be  lifted  out  of  the  reach  of  part}'  politics, 

loth.  Resolved,  That  this  Association  returns  its  hearty  thanks  to  the 
ladies  of  the  Brooklyn  Indian  Association  for  their  warm  welcomes  and 
generous  hospitalities;  also  to  the  pastor,  the  trustees,  the  organist,  musi- 
cians, ushers,  and  to  the  sexton  of  Clinton  Avenue  Congregational  Church, 
where  we  have  been  so  cordially  entertained. 

No  previous  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  has  given  evidence  of 
more  vital  growth,  of  deeper  sincerity,  of  more  unselfish  resolve  and  union 
of  purpose  to  gain  for  our  native  Indian  race  all  the  privileges  of  United 
States  citizenship,  of  common  school  education,  of  equal  rights  with  white 
men  under  common  law,  and  of  the  opportunity  to  know  and  embrace 
Christian  truth,  than  did  that  of  December,  1892. 

THE  MEETING  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD, 

On  Thursday  afternoon,  more  largely  attended  than  any  previous  gather- 
ing of  that  body,  was  most  pleasant  though  necessarily  a short  session.  It 
adopted  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting,  elected  the  chairmen  of  the 
Standing  Committees,  and  unanimously  adopted  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  if  any  Auxiliary,  Branch,  officer  or  member  of  this  Asso- 
ciation desires  information  concerning  any  action  of  the  Association  or  of 
its  Executive  Board  previous  to  or  during  the  current  J'ear,  or  feels  any  dis- 
satisfaction regarding  any  action,  that  the  first  proper  step  to  take  in  the 
case  is  to  address  a courteous  letter  to  the  Executive  Board,  and  await  reply, 
and  to  use  all  means  called  for  by  Christian  courtesy  and  Christian  princi- 
ples before  public  criticism  or  condemnation  is  made;  and  this  for  the  pre- 
vention of  misunderstanding  or  unkind  feeling;  for  the  maintenance  of 
peace  and  good  order,  and,  above  all,  to  avoid  diversion  of  attention  from 
the  important  work  in  hand.

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PREFACE  TO  TREASURER’S  BALANCE  SHEET. 

The  Treasurer  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  she  reports  only  funds  pass- 
ing through  her  hands.  Her  report,  therefore,  necessarily  gives  an  inade- 
quate idea  of  the  amounts  really  raised  and  expended  by  the  Association 
and  its  Auxiliaries.  If  all  money  raised  for  the  w'ork  of  the  Association 
went  through  our  national  treasury-  it  would  greatly  increase  the  sum  total. 
The  Auxiliaries  the  past  year  report  111,900.32  received  and,  adding  balance 
on  hand  November  15,  1S91,  a total  of  114,889.79.  This  is  about  double  the 
amount  received  by  our  national  treasury,  exclusive  of  the  $1,200  for  Special 
Organization.  Besides  this  large  discrepancy,  the  Committee  on  Indian 
Libraries  and  Industries  has  been  very  successtul,  and  reports  a total  of 
|i,447. 86,  and  The  Young  Peoples’  Department  reports  an  excellent  work 
amounting  to  $610.41,  some  of  which  passed  through  our  treasury'. 

The  Massachusetts  Indian  Association,  through  the  various  branches,  has 
collected  and  spent  over  twelve  hundred  dollars  in  the  work  for  the  Apache 


prisoners  in  Alabama.

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CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 

Women’s  National  Indian  Association. 

ARTICLE  I.— NAME. 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  The  Women’s  National  Indian  Asso- 
ciation. 

ARTICLE  II.— OBJECT. 

The  two- fold  object  of  this  Association  is  ; 

I St.  To  awaken  or  strengthen  that  public  sentiment  which  shall  aid  our 
Government  in  its  present  Indian  policy  which,  with  due  regard  to  the  prin- 
ciples of  justice  involved  in  past  treaties  with  Indian  tribes,  gradually  but 
surely  leads  to  the  abolition  of  the  reservation  system,  by  giving  to  Indians 
the  same  protection  of  law,  education  and  citizenship,  that  are  enjoyed  by 
other  races  among  us. 

2d.  By  our  own  educational  and  mission  work  among  Indians  to  hasten 
their  civilization,  Christianization  and  enfranchisement. 

t 

ARTICLE  III.— WORK. 

The  work  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  circulation  of  literature  adapted 
to  its  objects;  the  circulation  of  memorials  to  Congress;  the  securing  popu- 
lar meetings  and  articles  for  the  press,  and  the  adoption  of  such  other 
measures  as  are,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Executive  Board,  best  adapted  to 
accomplish  the  work  coiitemplated. 

ARTICLE  IV. — OFFICERS. 

The  general  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a President,  four  acting 
Vice-Presidents,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Recording  Secretary,  a 
Treasurer,  and  an  Auditor  of  Accounts.  The  Presidents  of  the  State,  half- 
State,  Territorial,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  larger  city  auxiliaries  shall 
be  e:tr  officio,  Vice-Presidents  of  this  Association. 

The  general  officers  elected  at  the  annual  meeting,  with  two  or  more 
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other  women  from  various  religious  denominations,  and  the  chairmen  of 
standing  committees,  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Board  to  control  and 
provide  for  the  general  interests  of  the  Association,  and  five  present  at  any 
regularly  called  meeting  shall  constitute  a quorum.  This  Board  shall  have 
power  to  fill  official  vacancies  occurring  between  annual  meetings. 

ARTICLE  V. — MEMBERSHIP. 

The  annual  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  two  delegates  from  each  branch, 
and  five  delegates  from  the  headquarters  of  each  State,  half-State,  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  and  the  larger  city  organizations. 

The  general  officers  of  the  Association,  and  of  all  State,  half-State,  Terri- 
torial, the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  larger  cit}'  auxiliaries,  and  the 
chairmen  of  the  Association’s  standing  committees,  shall  be  delegates  to 
the  annual  meeting  by  virtue  of  their  office,  aud  twenty  members  present 
at  any  annual  meeting  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

The  annual  meeting,  at  which  the  general  officers  of  this  Association 
shall  be  elected,  shall  be  held  in  December  of  each  year,  at  such  date  and 
place  as  may  be  selected  by  the  Executive  Board. 

ARTICLE  VI. — AUXILIARIES. 

Any  State,  half-State,  Territorial,  or  larger  city  organization,  aud  that  at 
Washington,  may  become  auxiliary  to  this  Association  by  endorsing  its 
constitution,  and  adopting  some  of  its  lines  of  work. 

Also  any  association  of  women  in  any  State  or  Territory  not  yet  fully 
organized  as  a State,  half-State  or  Territorial  auxiliary,  may  become  di- 
rectly auxiliary  to  this  Association  by  endorsing  its  constitution  aud  adopt- 
ing some  of  its  lines  of  work. 

ARTICLE  VIL— FINANCE. 

Each  auxiliary  shall  pay  annually  to  the  treasury  of  this  Association,  per 
each  local  member  a sum  equal  to  one-fourth  of  the  annual  membership 
fee,  and  shall  further  strive  to  iuciease  the  funds  of  this  Association.  Gifts 
of  money  designated  for  special  objects,  shall  be  sent  through  the  hands  of 
the  State  Treasurer  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Association,  who  shall  forward 
them  to  their  destination. 

ARTICLE  VIII. — AMENDMENTS. 

This  constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  by 
a majority  vote,  two  mouths  previous  notice  of  such  intention  having  been 
given  the  State,  half-State,  Territorial,  District  of  Columbia,  and  larger- 
city^auxiliaries. 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I.— OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  women,  and,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Vice-Presidents,  shall  reside  in  or  conveniently  near  the  headquar- 
ters of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  II. — DUTIEIS  OF  officers. 

Section  i. — President.  The  President  shall  call  the  meetings  of  the 
Plxecutive  Board,  when  in  her  judgment  needful,  or  at  the  request  of  any 
five  members  of  the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  perform  the  other  duties 
usual  to  her  office. 

Section  2. — The  Corresponding  Secretary,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  to  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Association 
with  its  auxiliaries,  and  to  send  to  the  State,  half-State,  Territorial,  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  and  larger-city  auxiliaries,  three  months  before  the  an- 
nual meeting,  a request  for  their  reports,  from  which  she  shall  collate  her 
annual  report  of  auxiliaries. 

Section  3.  — The  Recording  Secretary.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Re- 
cording Secretary  to  send  to  each  member  of  the  Executive  Board  a proper 
notice  of  each  meeting,  designating  the  special  topic  to  be  considered,  if 
there  be  one,  to  keep  a correct  record  of  the  proceedings  of  all  meetings 
and  to  perform  the  other  duties  usual  to  her  office. 

Section  4. — Treasurer.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  an  accurate  account 
of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  of  money,  and  shall  present  to  the  Board 
reports  thereof.  She  shall  pay  no  bills  except  with  the  written  approval 
of  the  President  or  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  III. — COMM1TTEE.S. 

Section  i. — Standing  Committee.  The  general  officers  of  the  Associa- 
tion resident  in  or  conveniently  near  the  headquarters  of  the  Association 
shall  be  a Standing  Committee  to  press  the  work  of  the  Association,  and 
to  decide  practical  points  that  may  arise  in  the  intervals  of  meetings. 

Section  2. — Business  Committee . The  Executive  Board  shall  be  the 
Business  Committee  of  the  annual  meeting. 
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ARTICLE  IV. — MEMBERSHIP  FEES. 

By  the  payment  of  |io  into  its  treasury  any  lady  becomes  a Life  Member 
of  this  Association;  by  the  payment  of  $io,  any  gentleman  becomes  a 
Contributor;  and  any  person  paying  $25  becomes  a Patron,  or  paying  $50 
an  Honorary  Member. 

ARTICLE  V. — AMENDMENTS. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a majority  vote  at  any  an- 
nual meeting. 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  STATE  AUXILIARIES. 


ARTICLE  I.— NAME. 

This  orgauizatiou  shall  be  known  as  the Women’s 

Indian  Association,  and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  national  society  known 
as  The  Women’s  National  Indian  Associ.ation. 

ARTICLE  II.— OBJECTS. 

The  objects  of  this  Association  shall  be  : 

First,  To  strengthen  by  every  means  in  onr  power  that  Christian  public 
sentiment  which  shall  aid  onr  Government  in  the  abolition  of  all  oppression 
of  Indians  within  onr  national  limits,  and  in  the  granting  them  the  same 
protection  of  law  that  other  races  enjoy  among  us;  and 

Second,  To  aid  the  educational,  missionary  and  other  work  pursued  by 
The  Women’s  National  Indian  Association. 

ARTICLE  III.— WORK. 

Our  lines  and  methods  of  work  shall  be  in  harmony  with  those  of  The 
Women’s  National  Indian  Association. 

ARTICLE  IV. — OFFICERS. 

This  Association  shall  have  the  following  general  officers,  viz  : a Presi- 
dent; a Vice-President  if  practicable  from  each  town  within  the  State  ; a 
Corresponding  Secretary,  a Recording  Secretary  and  a Treasurer,  all  of 
whom  shall  perform  the  duties  usual  to  their  offices.  The  general  officers 
shall  be  women  and  resident  in  or  conveniently  near  the  headquarters  of 
the  Association,  and  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting,  which  shall  be 
held  each  October. 

ARTICLE  V. — THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE- 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  general  officers  and 
the  chairmen  of  the  standing  committees.  The  duty  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  be  to  manage  the  general  work  of  the  Association  in  harmony 
with  that  of  The  Women’s  National  Indian  Association,  and  with  the 
approval  of  this  Association. 
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ARTICLE  VI. — MEMBER-SHIP. 

Any  band  of  women  within  the  State  may  become  a branch  of  this  Asso- 
ciation by  endorsing  its  constitution  and  paying  fifty  cents  per  each  mem- 
ber, annually,  to  its  funds.  By  the  payment  of  $io  into  its  treasury  any 
lady  becomes  a Life  Member  of  this  Association;  by  the  payment  of  |io 
any  gentlemen  becomes  a Contributor;  and  any  person  paying  $25,  becomes 
a Patron,  or  paying  $50,  an  Honorary  Member. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

In  large  States  there  may  be  two  half-State  associations,  and  these  shall 
have  the  same  rights  and  privileges  as  the  State  associations,  but  a union 
of  not  less  than  seven  local  associations  shall  be  required  in  order  to  form 
a State  or  half-State  association. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association,  at  which  its  general  officers  shall 
be  elected,  shall  be  held  prior  to  that  of  The  Women’s  National  Indian 
Association,  and  shall  be  composed  of  its  general  officers,  the  President, 
Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  from  each  branch,  and  one  elected  delegate 
from  each  branch,  if  practicable. 

ARTICLE  VIII. — .AMENDMENTS. 

This  constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  by 
a majority  vote,  notice  of  such  iutention  having  been  given  the  branches 
one  month  previously. 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  BRANCHES. 


ARTICLE  I.— NAME. 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the Women’s 

iNDi.AN  Asssoci.^Tion,  and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  State  society  known  as 
the Women’s  Indian  Association. 

ARTICLE  II. — OBJECTS. 

The  objects  of  this  Association  shall  be  : 

First.  To  strengthen  by  every  means  in  our  power  that  Christian  public 
sentiment  which  shall  aid  our  Government  in  the  abolition  of  all  oppression 
of  Indians  within  our  national  limits,  and  in  the  granting  them  the  same 
protection  of  law  that  other  races  enjoy  among  us;  and 

Second.  To  aid  in  the  educational,  missionary,  and  other  work  pursued 
by  the  State  Association  to  which  we  are  auxiliary. 

ARTICLE  III.— WORK. 

Our  lines  and  methods  of  work  shall  be  such  as  in  the  judgment  of  this 
Association  seem  fitted  to  further  the  objects  named,  and  shall  be  in  har- 
mony with  those  of  the  State  and  National  Associations. 

ARTICLE  IV. — officers. 

This  Association  shall  have  the  following  general  officers,  viz:  a Presi- 
dent, a Vice-President  from  each  of  the  churches  if  practicable;  a Corre- 
sponding Secretary,  a Recording  Secretary,  and  a Treasurer,  all  of  whom 
shall  perform  the  duties  usual  to  their  offices.  The  general  officers  shall  be 
women,  and  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting,  which  shall  be  held 
prior  to  that  of  the  State  Association. 

ARTICLE  V.— THE  executive  committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  general  officers  and 
the  chairmen  of  standing  committees.  The  duty  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  be  to  manage  the  general  work  of  the  Association,  in  harmony 
with  that  of  the  State  Association,  and  with  the  approval  of  this  Association. 
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ARTICLE  VI. — MEMBERSHIP. 

Any  lady  may  become  a member  of  this  Association  b}'  endorsing  its 
constitution  and  paying  $i,  annually,  to  its  funds.  By  the  payment  of  5io 
into  its  treasnry  any  lady  becomes  a Life  Member  of  this  Association;  by 
the  payment  of  $io  any  gentleman  becomes  a Contributor;  and  auj’  person 
paying  $25,  becomes  a Patron,  or  paying  ^50,  an  Honorary  Member  of  this, 
of  the  State  Association,  and  of  The  Women’s  National  Indian  Association. 

ARTICLE  VII. — AMENDMENTS. 

This  constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  regular  meeting,  by 
a majority  vote,  notice  of  such  intention  having  been  given  at  a previous 
regular  meeting. 
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
